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HELPS IN MAKING DISPLAYS 


Here is a simple method of enlarging a drawing or lettering which may be 
of some help to you. Suppose you have a small 4-H clover like the one below, 
and .you want to make a large one, say 35 inches wide, to put in a window dis- 
play. First, you draw square blocks on your small one, as we have shown in 
the sketch. Choose an easy measurement for the blocks, say 1/4 inch. Now, on 
the paper on which you are going to draw the large clover, draw blocks 5 
inches square. By following each block on the small drawing, and copying the 
way the drawing falls on it, you will be able to reproduce it exactly on the 
large drawing. 


How did we find out how much larger to make the square? Simple: 


(1) Divide the width of the small drawing into the 
width of the large one. In this case, 1-3/4 
inches into 35, which gives us 20. 


(2) Multiply the width of the small blocks by this 
figure, which will give you the width of the 
large blocks. In this case, 1/4 inch times 20, 
which equals 5 inches. 


Using this method you can copy drawings, lettering, and cartoons from 
any source, such as newspapers, magazines, and the material that is sent to 
you in these handbooks, ina size that will be suitable for posters, window 
decorations, banners, or other purposes. 


Artists rarely start a drawing on their good paper, before they have 
made a rough drawing, to give them some idea of what problems they will run 
into. After they have worked the rough drawing to a satisfactory stage, they 
trace it on the good paper. In this way they are sure to get the drawing 
properly placed, without spoiling the surface of their good paper by too much 
erasing. 
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DRESSING UP WITH 4-H 


Here is an idea for an 
easy-to-make costume to be 
worn by the pages on 4 float, 
or at ceremonials. The hat 
is surprisingly becoming, 
and can be cut out ofa green 
desk blotter. The dress can 
be cut out of green crepe 
paper or cotton chintz. Make 
a full-size pattern out of 
newspaper, using the sketch 
as a guide. 


The hat pattern can be 
cut out of a square about 17 
inches. Fold the paper in 
fours, and cut all four pet- 
als at once, thus making 
them uniform. Cut out a cir- 
cle in the middle between 6 
and 7 inches in diameter. 
After the hat is made, punch 
holes in each side, pull rib- 
bon through, and tie under 
the chin. 
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Fun With 4-H Cut-Outs 


Remember when you were little, 
how you folded paper in 8 or 10 thick- 
nesses and cut out strings of paper 
dolls? You can use the same idea with 
green fireproof crepe paper and a 
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four-leaf clover pattern. These fes- 
toons would provide attractive decora- 
tions for your assembly room, store windows, floats, and so on. They would 
be more attractive if you took the trouble to paint or paste white "H's" on 
the petals of every fourth. or fifth clover. This would be sufficient to 
give the illusion that all the clovers had white "H's",
